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Crews  have  erected  40,000 
pounds  of  steel  scaffolding  for 
the  stage  for  “Sand  in  Their 
Shoes,”  musical  story  of  the  trek 
of  the  Mormon  Battalion,  ac- 
cording to  Charles  Henson  and 
Charles  Struthers,  technical  di- 
rectors. 

The  stage  being  erected  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University  stad- 
ium is  nearly  the  length  of  the 
football  field.  It  is  275  feet  long, 
95  feet  deep  from  the  orchestra 
to  the  last  unit  and  ranges  in 
height  from  ground  level  to  32 
feet. 

Designed  by  Alfred  D.  Scnsen- 
bach  of  Stanford  University,  the 
stage  will  start  on  the  stadium 
track  and  rise  to  the  west  onto 
the  football  field. 

Uses  Turntables 

The  stage  will  have  three  turn- 
tables ^d  will  display  Indian 
lodges,  two  complete  log  cabins, 
o¥le  of  which  rotates  to  show 
both  the  interior  and  the  exter- 
ior scenes. 

At  the  left  will  be  a replica 
of  the  old  Santa  Fe  Mission, 
where  the  sick  of  the  Mormon 
Battalion  rested  and  then  turned 
north  through  Colorado  to  join 
the  main  body  of  pioneers.  At 
the  right  will  be  a replica  of  old 
Fort  Leavenworth,  where'  the 
battalion  was  outfitted  and  left 
as  a military  unit  on  their  trek 
across  the  Southwest. 

Two  miles  of  cable  will  be  re- 
quired to  connect  all  lighting 
and  sound  equipment.  In  addi- 
tion to  existing  lighting,  the  uni- 
versity has  purchased  six  3000- 
watt  .dynabeams  weighing  300 
pounds  each.  They  hav«  borrow- 
ed six  more.

Bids  Taken  For  New 
Business  College  Bldg. 


A Salt  Lake  City  construction 
company  made  the  low  bid  of 
$1,770,000  Friday  for  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  College 
of  Business  building  construc- 
tion. 

O k 1 a n d Construction  Co. 
made  the  low  bid.  Second  low 
bidder  was  Paulsen  Construction 
Co.,  also  of  Salt  Lake  City,  with 
a bid  of  2,219,810. 

A total  of  12  bids  were  opened 
at  a meeting  in  Wymount  Chapel 
by  Sam  Brewster,  director  of 
BYU  Physical  Plant. 

The  bids  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  building  committee  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  before  an  award  of 
contract  will  be  made,  Brewster 
said. 

Awarding  of  the  contract  is 
expected  within  10  days  or  two 
weeks,  according  to  Brewster. 
Construction  on  the  building  is 
expected  to  begin  immediately 
thereafter  ps  the  College  of  Bus- 
iness building  must  be  completed 
by  Aug.  1,  1960. 

The  building  will  form  a 
quadrangle  with  the  proposed 
library  and  administration  build- 
ings and  a building  which  has 
not  yet  been  announced.  It  will 
run  in  a north-south  direction 
and  will  be  located  north  of  the 
North  Bldg,  about  where  the 
campus  road  now  runs. 

It  will  be  a three-story  struc- 
ture, containing  77,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space. 

The  new  building  will  contain 
a large  lecture  hall,  11  seminar 
rooms,  16  classrooms,  8 amphi- 
theatre case  study  rooms,  statis- 


tics, accounting,  business  educa- 
tion and  office  management  labs, 
a periodical  room,  bureau  of  re- 
search area  and  an  IBM  install- 
ation room.
